We 
believe that every Flower lover throughout the country will be very anxious to have 
some of these glads, not only for their own enjoyment as flowers in the home, but for 
entering in the Glad Shows. A basket of Royal Stewart shown in the Sioux City Show, 
created a great sensation. It was shown as seedling No.85-A. Both these Gladiolus will 
grow very strong fine spikes that will open ten to twelve blooms; and will average 
nineteen to twenty-two buds per spike. 

ALL AMERICA ROSE SELECTIONS have taken the lead in rose growing through- 


out this country; and have become immensely popular. They command a much higher 
price than other roses. We hope to keep the price of ALL AMERICA GLADIOLUS

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THE DRY SEASON 


We have just experienced one of the 
worst growing seasons for twenty years; 
and only those Glads which received some 
water, or were planted very early made 
any satisfactory growth. It was exceed- 
ingly hot during the blooming season, 
with temperatures of 95 degrees or hotter 
for about nine weeks continously. Several 
days the thermometer recorded 107 de- 
grees. We did manage to get some water 
to a large part of our fields and have 
harvested a very nice crop of bulbs. 


It was almost impossible to make satis- 
factory crosses for seed, as we have usually 
abandoned crossing the giads whenever 
the temperatures were above 95 degrees. 


A few early season crosses did make up 
some fair seed pods, so it was not a com- 
plete failure. However we will not be 
listing any seeds for sale this season. 


We did manage to grow a little over 
19,000 small bulbs from seed this season, 
and hope to have our usual excitement 
when these come into bloom in 1956. We 
made over 360 selections during the last 
season, some of them very interesting 
Miniatures, and small glads. We had one 
first early, that bloomed on June 25th, 
and we are convinced that it would be 
a fine commercial, if we can keep it going 
O.K. This is the first time we have ever 
had a gladiolus bloom in June for us— 
in open field growing. 


SEEDLING MEMORIES 


During the last blooming season Mrs. 
V. walked thru the seedling rows with 
me, every morning, and most of the time 
it was her judgment that settled the 
question of “KEEPERS OR DISCARDS.” 
We had about 22,000 small bulbs to get 
planted last Spring, and they performed 
in excellent fashion, in spite of a very 
dry hot season. Of course the SKINNER 
sprinkler system helped them into bloom. 
It seemed that we enjoyed our greatest 
thrills, as we found one fine seedling 
after another. 365 were selected for fur- 
ther test; and we did make up our minds 
that SUGAR ELL must some day reach 
the Glad Fans of our fair land. We have 
almost two thousand bulbs, assorted sizes, 
and 312 quarts of bulblets. No other per- 
son has a bulb or bulblet of it yet. We 
are giving consideration to patenting the 
seedling. It is a rich firey salmon color, 
with no markings or shading of any kind, 
just all one color. 


We found a Miniature or small seedling 
one morning, and after keeping it in a 
cooler for four or five days, it was shown 
at Spencer’s Fine Show, and awarded 
RESERVE GRAND CHAMP of the entire 
show. It had 214 inch florets, 6-open, but 
the color was very exciting, a salmon red 
with a heavy yellow spear, and very ruf- 
fled, slightly cupped petals. The little 
bulb carried 42 bulblets when I dug it. 


An exciting little yellow was also found, 
a rich golden yellow with heavy red 
spears in each petal. It had Faddist 
breeding in it’s back-ground. We had a 
100-size cream with eleven open, several 
dark reds, one taking the blue ribbon at 
Lincoln, Nebr. We had a great scarlet 
seedling appear from Chief Pontiac par- 
entage. Hope it never burns like the Firey 
Chief does. The great little Statuette had 
a strong influence in our “small” seedlings, 
and many fine ones could be traced to her 
polen, or seed. 


We managed about 18,000 new little 
bulbs for our next season of bloom, but 
the seed did not get going too well, and 
most of our best are about No. 5 bulbs, 
but they seem to bloom well with good 
culture. Our Seedling Club continues to 
hold sessions, and we had one excellent 
“show” at our house, where Dubes & 
Young brought out their great smokey for 
a win, and George Summa showed a 
grand blush seedling that should go far. 
We had 13 three-spike entries from our 
own garden. Great fun, and the lemon- 
ade was swell. There are still eight or 
nine of us participating. If we ever have 
a good growing year, we can stage a fine 
glad show of our own. I hope to mail a 
copy of POLLEN PISTIL & POD in about 
10 days. Just been taking it easy. 


THE SMALL AND MINIATURE GLADS 


This season we are privileged to introduce two new small Glads, for Dr. M. W. 
Cormack, of Lethbridge, Alberta, Canada. Dr. Cormack has been breeding the smalls 
for about ten years, and has just released two of his originations. They are “PUCK” 
and “BABY BUTTERFLY”. We grew both of these last season, and have found them 
to be fine performers, and very lovely small varieties. 


BABY BUTTERFLY: (White Butterfly PUCK: (Faddist Seedling X Lucille)
